ince the school's 
beginning in 1902, 
history of Northwest¬ 
ern College has been a series of 
transformations. Once again in the 


1995/96 school year, Northwestern 
students found themselves caught 

in "winds of change." 

Academically, a condensed class 
schedule was implemented where 
classes met fewer times a week in 
slightly longer time periods. 
Upperclassmen seemed to have the 
hardest time adjusting to the new 
schedule, but most students 
appreciated having more after¬ 
noons free and not having to study 
for the same classes every night. 

When they arrived this fall, 
students could not miss the many 
physical changes on campus—even 
things as small as new couches in 
the Eagles Nest and a new sidewalk 



along the road from the dorms to 
Riley, 

Most obvious was the fact that 
construction of the new Health and 
Education Center was finally 
underway. Unfortunately, the new 
building stood in the old student 
parking lot, so more students were 
forced to park further away—in the 
area formerly known as parking 
"hell" (as opposed to the "heaven" 
and "purgatory" lots closer to the 
dorms). 

Along with the many exterior 
alterations around campus, signifi¬ 
cant changes took place within 
students themselves. Since last 
spring, many students began to take 
their spiritual lives more seriously. 
As a result, greater numbers took 
advantage of the opportunities 
available for spiritual growth. 

Many were involved in small 
accountability groups and Bible 
studies and The Edge, a student-led 
worship time, was begun on 
Wednesday nights and grew 
quickly to have a considerable 
following. 

As the school year progressed, it 
became clear that changes taking 
place at Northwestern—both 
external and internal—were 
ushering in a new era. Neither the 
school nor the students would ever 
be the same.

New scanners end check—in chaos

five times a week for required chapel for almost one 
hundred years. Keeping track of chapel attendance has 
always been a challenge. This year , chapel check-in went digital. 

In years past, Maranatha lobby was a scene of mass confusion prior 
to chapel , as students searched for their check-in board and then 
pushed their way into the auditorium. 

Student Development's original plan this fall of scanning the bar 
codes on students'ID cards was scrapped because the lamination on 
the IDs was too thick. Instead, new boards were created with a bar 
code beside each student's name. 

To improve traffic flow , the hoards 
were split up so that only one-third 
of the student body entered through 
each auditorium door. 

These changes were effective. 

Kirsten Anderson f a junior, said 
that the scanners made it "easier to 
check-in because there weren't 
crowds all over the place/' 

The new scanner system also 
simplified record keeping. Trior to 
the change , someone in the Stu¬ 
dent Development office had to 
spend twenty hours a week manu¬ 
ally k cep ing t ra ck o f$ tuchn t ch a pel 
skips; now it is done automatically. 

However , there ought to be fewer chapel skips to keep track of 
because skips were cut this year from ten to eight per quarter. 
According to Dean Paulson, Director of Discipleshtp Ministries, the 
two reasons for this change were a desire for maximum chapel 
participation and the need to remain true to Northwestern's official 
statement that chapel attendance is required five times a week. "Few 
students know that six years ago only five skips were allowed per 
quarter;" Paulson saick 

Student reactions to the reduction in skips was varied. "It's sort of 
annoying," said April La garde. “/ work some of the days and having 
to be there Is sort of annoying/' 

Jeremy Vance, a transfer junior, was more positive. "The reduction 
is a positive thing," he said. "I believe that chapel is an important part 
of our Northwestern experience/'

The team, led by Northwest¬ 
ern professor Tim Kowalik, left 
the United States on July 29 and 
travelled to Kiev, The group 
planned to hold a day camp for 
children aged eight to twelve, but 
they learned right away that the 
key to missions is flexibility, 

"We had assumed a lot of things 
that just didn't materialize," sard 
Professor Kowalik about the trip; 
but he continued "we planned 
and trained as hard as we could 
and left the rest up to Cod," 
Instead of a VBS-type clay 
camp, the team was asked upon 
arrival in Kiev to hold an over¬ 
night camp lasting seven days. 
After some last minute adjust¬ 
ments, the camp began and was 
held in a school tor the deaf. 
Unfortunately because the school 
was in summer recess, there was 


neither hot water nor working 
showers in the dormitories. 
Most of the staff looks back on 
the trip as a good experience, 
nonetheless. "I really had to get 
out of my own comfort zone," 
said Suzanne Seeger, "now 1 re¬ 
alize that in order to do God's 
will, I need to be willing to do 
that all the time," 

The team said that the most 
positive part of the trip was build¬ 
ing relationships with the chil¬ 
dren at the camp. In fact, Seeger 
remarked that the language bar¬ 
rier actually turned out to be a 
positive factor because the team 
was better able to express God's 
love in other ways. 

Another highlight of the trip 
wa s pa rtici paling Sunday wo rshi p 
at the House of Gospel, the larg¬ 
est Baptist church in Kiev. "There 
is a solemnity about their service 
that is lost in America," said Pro- 
fessor Kowalik. "They take it more 
seriously than we do," 

Suzanne Seeger remarked that 
the biggest disappointment on the 
trip was having to leave, "I felt like 
we were only getting going when 
we left," she said. The team re¬ 
turned to America on August 13.

For 
9^ the 1995-96 school year, a few students who made 
this decision were Stacey Hjelle, Amy Schafer and Geremy Olson. 
Each of them haddifferentreasonsforchoosingtobean RA, but they 
were all drawn to the leadership position. They wanted to "be 
positive role models for the other students/' Hjelle said. Schafer 
stated that, "I've always been drawn to leadership positions and felt 


that God wanted me to do this and also, I love people." 

Being an RA is a commitment that requires a tot of time, and that 
is what Hjelle felt was one of the negative aspects of her position. 
"There's not enough time to do all the things I need to do," she said. 
However, she continued that the positives did outweigh the nega¬ 
tives. "It's rewarding to build friendships with the people on my 
floor." 

Part of what is required of an RA is to plan activities for the floor.

0 students though out the 
year. Most students were forced 
to find employment when they 
found out how much life costs. 
Wether on- or off-campus jobs 
were found, students agreed that 
it was usually a hassle to work 


and go lo school, but the 
paychecks made it worth while. 


Off-campus employment 
ranged cashiering at local 


department stores, working in 
group homes, housekeeping and 
even baby-sitting, Elias Storhoug 
worked a Mervyn's. "I worked 
two nights a week and eight hours 
on the weekends, so it works 
pretty well" Elias said. Most 
students worked an average of 
fifteen hours each week. 

Other students found jobs that 
were more flexible. They could 
be sched u I ed a rou nd thei r classes 
and sometimes got homework 
done at work. 

A few students even went 
home to keep their summer jobs. 
Nicole Norman traveled three 
hours north twice a month to 
work. She worked about eighteen 
hours a month, "It's a pain and [ 
wish I did not have to do it, but 
that's life" Nicole said. 

Some students took advantage 
of the conventenceof on-campus 
jobs. NWC jobs included 


working in the Eagle's Nest, 
various office jobs, and 
Operational Services while 
others did the instructor's grunt 
work as teacher's assistants. 

Andy Lewis worked in the 
Eagle's Nest between 15 and 20 
hours each week. "My pay is just 
adequate, but it works well 
because I just have to go down a 
few flights of stairs and down the 
hall, and my job is right there" 
Andy said. 

Despite all this working, 
"brokeness" was a fact of life for 
most students. High-paying jobs 
that allow enough flexibility for 
a student's schedule are scarce, 
so most just make enough to get 
by. "It seems like all I ever do is 
work but I still don't ever have 
any money, " said senior Herb 
Merrill. "Still, I'm here for an 
education so the sacrifices are 
worth it."

its students. Upon acceptance to 
NWC, each student is required 
to sign an agreement to follow 
the lifestyle statement. The pur¬ 
pose of this, as stated in the 
NWC Student Handbook, is to 
help students "mature in their 
personal relationship with Jesus 
Christ and in their public wit¬ 
ness," 


This means drinking, gam¬ 
bling, and dancing ha veal I been 
proh i bi ted. AI ot of students agree 
with the drinking and gambling 
bans, but dancing is a more con¬ 
troversial issue. Angie Dalsreen 
felt that "they're trying to protect 
us from getting in bad situations. 
I understand it, but as an indi¬ 
vidual I can control myself." 
However, the real question is 
whether or not dancing glorifies 
the Lord. 

In addition to the lifestyle 
statement, visitation hours and 
curfew are also enforced. Many 


students disagree with these two 
rules. Jennifer Dale is one stu¬ 
dent who felt visitation hours 
were too limited. "There area lot 
of times when you need to study 
and there's nowhere to go or 
sometimes you just want to hang 
out. I think there should be visi¬ 
tation hours every day." Curfew 
for students under 20 was mid¬ 
night during the week. "It's hard 
to get back to school on time 
because most things don't get 
over until midnight. My parents 
□re mor relaxed about curfew," 
Mike Smith said. 

Two other areas are more mi¬ 
nor. They are women's skirt 
lengths and men's earrings. The 
basic rule on skirt length was 
"knee is the key." Heather 
Ammerman expressed the 
thoughts of many female stu¬ 
dents when she said "it's 
stupid., .you can't find decent 
knee length skirts anymore." 
Women are allowed to wear 
earrings, but men could not while 
they were on campus. "Having 
your ear pierced is a fashion 
statement just like wearing Nike 
or Abercrombie and Finch/'said 
Ion Schock.

REDOC Sets Sights on Diversity 


Dr. Young believes this lack of diversity is due to the fact that 
NWC does not adequately recruit people to create a diverse student 
body. As a result of their low numbers, minority students who do 
come to NWC feel cheated. Maggie Gonzalez, an Hispanic- 
American student, commented, '1 just think it's a disadvantage tor 
students to attend a college with little racial and ethnic 
diversity...When we finish college, well have to interact with 
people of other nationalities and backgrounds. As children of God, 
we need interaction here before we gel to the real world." 

One route Dr, Young sees to improvement would be to make it 
more financially feasible for more minority students to attend the 
school. This would mean either lowering tuition or providing 
special race-based scholarships or grants. 

This spring, these ideas gai ned new, widespread attention due to 
the efforts of REDOC. On January 15, Martin Luther King Jr day, 
REDOC scheduled a chapel symposium to discuss racial issues. 
Many felt the result of this chapel was an increase in division rather 
than an enhanced discussion. Several students and professors 
expressed dismay over the emphasis on differences in the chapel, 
rather than unity. "I think we should recognize people for who they 
are, but not make an issue about their differences," one student said. 

Dr. Young was quoted in The Column to explain, "The purpose 
of the chapel was to get some dialogue going, realizing that it may 
take a little bit more in terms of working out the details of how 
people feel about these issues." To address this, a second sympo¬ 
sium chapel was held on January 22 in which the school's official 
policies and recruitment procedures were explained. Though this 
cleared up some questions about where Northwestern stands on 
these issues, it again emphasized differences and some students felt 
that it left more questions than it answered. "It's not fair for certain 
groups to be given preferential treatment due to race," said an 
anonymous student. 
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hrough the years, one problem that NWC has suf¬ 
fered is a lack of ethnic diversity. Though recent years 
have brought gains in this area, they have been small. 


According to Dr, Ken Young, Director of Racial and Ethnic Diversity 


on Campus (REDOC), the slight increase in diversity is still not 
enough. "The numbers are too small. What is the difference be¬ 


tween two percent and two and a halt percent?"

How can Northwestern students find jobs after 
graduation? Will their education give them enough 
knowledge to compete in the world outside North¬ 
western College? These are two questions that 
Northwestern professors are starting to face head-on, 
because they have seen how 
important it is for students to 
be able to find jobs after 
diplomas have been given. 

Charles Kuivinen, Chair¬ 
person of the Business 
Administration Department, 
has seen the school begin to 
recognize the difficulties 
students will face in getting 
started with their careers after 
graduation. As a result, the 
school is making a better 
attempt to prepare students 
to enter the work force. The 
faculty desires "to increase 
the level of academics at the 
school by looking for more 
quality work so that students 
wilt perform to the best of their 
abilities," he said. Professor 
Kuivinen admires his fellow 
staff for thinking more in terms 
of what students will do "to 
put food on their table." The 
Business Department is an 
excellent example of the change taking place in 
the quality of education. Kuivinen states, "97% of 


Northwestern Business majors get good jobs after 
leaving Northwestern." 

There are several areas where students are given 
opportunities to boost their chances of receiving jobs 
after graduation. Internships are available through 
various majors, and two students are even currently 
serving internships in Japan. 
Students are also given the option 
to have a mentor, which involves 
getting together with a President 
or CEO who works in the area of 
the student's major. 

One area where improvement 
may still be needed is the narrow 
worldview of many Northwestern 
students. Professor Kuivinen is 
very concerned with the limited 
outlook many students have of 
the rest of the world. He asks, 
"Why don't we teach eastern 
culture where there is so much 
going on and sixty percent of the 
population is currently living?" 
Kuivinen feels that Northwestern 
students need to be prepared for 
the shrinking modern world. 

Professor Kuivinen's desire for 
students to succeed is shown in 
his work to make students more 
aware of life outside NWC. He 
believes that Northwestern is on 
the way to a better understanding of the world, but 
there is still a long way to go.

The Department of Second 
Languages and Cultures remembers 
August 9, 1995, as a very important 
date. On this clay the Minnesota State 
Board of Teaching approved the new 
ESL (English as a Second Language) 
major for Northwestern College. 

Northwestern College currently 
has approximately twenty-five 
students who are ESL majors.

SOLID IMPACT— Solid Impact is a group of 
hard-working men and women focused on Cod 
in the martial arts. They build character, honor 
and humility while showing martial arts students 
how Cod relates to those aspects in their lives.

Extension Ministries are four college 
groups that minister to the community 
beyond NWC Unique talents are useds 
to bring a message and touch the lives of 
others. "What we give [to music) and 
what the Holy Spirit does through us 
changes our attitudes and the audience 
member's attitudes/' said Camille Oppold 
of the Reflections group. 

A variety of ways to minister provided 
a unique way for people to hear of Jesus 
for the first time or to be reminded of His 
blessings. Three of the groups sing songs 
ranging from hymns, spirituals, seasonal, 
Christian Contemporary, jazz and 
acapela. The string trio consist of the 
piano, violin and cello. 

Ministry takes place in churches across 
the stale, and extending into western 
Wisconsin and southern North Dakota.

The Roger Ypudarian Memorial Lounge housed this 
years winter drama—"'Lost in Yonkers," a play written by 
Neil Simon and directed by student Christopher I libma.

A dream finally filed 


Since Northwestern moved to its 
Roseville campus in 1970, the need for 
improved physical education facilities 
has been dear. Despite its lacking 
facilities, the school managed to create a 
strong and competitive athletic program. 
Finally, after years of fund-raising, 
planning and dreaming, Northwestern 
broke ground on a new $4.5 million 
Health and Physical Education Center on 
July 19, 1995. The building was begun 
after an anonymous friend of the college 
offered a $500,000 matching challenge 
last spring. With only a few months to 
raise the matching dollars, the develop¬ 
ment office issued an urgent call for 


support, and donors responded with over 
$1.14 million in cash. 

The new 48,00 square foot building 
will include seating for 1,500 for main 
events and 2,500 for large convocations, 
it will also feature a double-court 
practice arena, training center, jogging 
track, classrooms, racquetball courts, 
fitness center, locker rooms and offices 
for the athletic department.

T he 1996 graduating 
class of Northwest¬ 
ern College totaled 
248. These graduates were 
joined by 78 Focu$15 students 
to total 326 faces entering the 
outside world. Though last 
year's graduating class totalled 
260, the inclusion of Focus 15 
in this year's ceremonies made 
the commencement on May 
18, [ 996, the largest in 


Northwestern's history.
